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AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES MEETING 
POSTPONED 


The meeting of the House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association will not be held in Chicago in early fall. 


The Board of Trustees voted to petition the Office of 
Defense Transportation for permission to have the meeting 
on September 17 to 19. 


The petition was considered by the Convention Com- 
mittee of the ODT which recommended that the meeting 
be deferred to a later date. 


The meeting therefore is indefinitely postponed. 
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Health and Accident Insurance Plan Approved 


Board of Directors Accepts Standard Accident Insurance Company Program 


The Insurance Committee, appointed 
to study health and accident or disability 
insurance plans for the membership of 
this Society, has completed its investiga- 
tion and recommended the adoption and 
endorsement of a specific group disability 
plan at the last meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Dental Society. 
This plan is the one developed by the 
Standard Accident Insurance Company 
and received the approval of the Board. 
Before reaching a decision many plans of 
other companies writing this type of in- 
surance were carefully studied, investi- 
gated and compared. None of them, in 
the Committee’s opinion, however, of- 
fered as many advantages from the 
standpoint of cost, coverage and opera- 
tion as the plan recommended. 


COMPANIES CONSIDERED 


Early in the investigation of disability 
plans the Committee learned that greater 
benefits could be obtained at a premium 
saving of thirty to forty per cent by group 
purchase of disability insurance rather 
than by individual purchase. Because 
of the definite advantage of group disa- 
bility insurance the Committee deter- 
mined to find the plan best suited to the 
needs of the greatest number of our 
membership. It asked every insurance 


company writing group health and acci- 
dent insurance to submit plans. Among ‘ 
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the companies who cooperated were the 
following: Commercial Casualty Insur- 
ance Co., Continental Casualty Co., In- 
come Guaranty Co., Loyal Protective 
Life Insurance Co., National Casualty 
Co., North American Accident Insurance 
Co., Provident Life and Accident Insur- 
ance Co., and Zurich General Accident 
& Liability Insurance Co., Ltd. Other 
companies contacted were the Aetna 
Insurance Company, Federal Life Insur- 
ance Co., John Hancock Mutual Life 
Insurance Co., Massachusetts Indemnity 
Insurance Co., Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co., Occidental Life Insurance Co. 
of California and Travelers Insurance 
Co. None of the latter underwriters, 
however, write health and accident in- 
surance for professional groups or asso- 
ciations. 


BENEFITS 


The disability plan which has been 
submitted by Standard Accident Insur- 
ance Company will pay a weekly bene- 
fit for accidental bodily injury, sickness 
or disease during the period of total disa- 
bility from the eighth day for a maxi- 
mum of 104 weeks. The weekly benefit 
paid will be $25.00, $35.00 or $50.00, 
depending upon the plan selected by 
the member. It will also pay a princi- 
pal sum of $1,000.00 for accidental death 
or dismemberment. The $1,000.00 prin- 


cipal sum is a standard provision in all 
of the policies but it may be increased 
at the option of the insured for an addi- 
tional premium of $2.00 per $1,000.00. 
The plan will also pay surgical benefits 
on a varying schedule depending upon 
‘the type of operation up to a maximum 
of $225.00. The surgical benefits will 
be paid directly to the insured and not 
to the surgeon. The full amount listed 
in the schedule is payable regardless of 
the charge by the surgeon. 

The premium for a policy that will 
pay $25.00 weekly benefit, $1,000.00 
principal sum and maximum $225.00 
surgical benefit is $47.00, a $35.00 weekly 
benefit, $61.00 and a $50.00 weekly bene- 
fit, $83.00. This plan may be obtained 
without the surgical benefit if the Society 
desires and the premium will be reduced 
$9.00 per year. It is the recommenda- 
_ tion of the Committee, however, that the 
surgical benefit of a maximum of $225.00 
be included in the policy as a standard 
provision. 


ENROLLMENT REQUIREMENTS 


The company provides an initial en- 
rollment period of sixty days during 
which fifty per cent of our membership 
must enroll in the plan to make it ef- 
fective. If this plan is adopted by the 
Board the company expects to begin its 
sales campaign just after Labor Day 
and complete enrollments by November 
1, which will become the effective date 
of the policy. During the enrollment 
period all members of the Society up to 
the age of seventy who are actively per- 
forming their professional duties will be 
accepted regardless of physical condi- 
tion, sex, race or other insurance. 

‘After the close of the initial enrollment 
period members over the age of sixty will 
not be accepted by the company and all 
other members who wish to enroll must 
complete a detailed application for insur- 
ance. The company reserves the right 
to accept or reject the applicant. Women 
dentists will be accepted for insurance 
by this company only for the $25.00 
weekly benefit. New members of the 


Society will be accepted by the company 
if they apply for coverage within sixty 
days of the time they become members. 
Members returning from the Armed 
Forces to full time duties of dentistry 
will also be accepted for coverage if they 
apply within sixty days of the time they 
resume the practice of dentistry. These 
new members and veterans will be ac- 
cepted by the company regardless of 
physical condition, sex, race or other in- 
surance. 

Because several health and accident 
insurance companies have been aggres- 
sively selling disability insurance to our 
members during the past two years ar- 
rangements have been completed with 
the Standard Accident Insurance Com- 
pany so that a member may purchase 
its plan during the initial enrollment . 
period for the minimum weekly benefit 
and later on if he desires increase it 
to the maximum weekly benefit provided 
he notifies Standard on a form which 
they will provide that he desires to do 
so on the expiration date of some of the 
disability insurance he is now carrying. 


THE STANDARD COMPANY 


The Standard Accident Insurance 
Company has its home office in Detroit, 
Michigan. The company was chartered 
in 1884 and is now one of the country’s 
oldest and largest health and accident 
insurance companies. It operates 
throughout the forty-eight states, the 
District of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii 
and Canada. As of the end of 1944 the 
assets of this company totaled $41,712,- 
868.40, with a surplus to policy holders 
of $13,678,749.13. 

If this disability plan of the Standard 
Insurance Company is approved by the 
Board of Directors the company will 
mail a prospectus of the plan and appli- 
cation form to every member of the So- 
ciety. Each member will be given ample 
opportunity to study the plan and decide 
whether or not he wishes to enroll. About 
two weeks after the initial letter has

SUBJECT HEADINGS 


The course will present pertinent in- 
formation on different aspects of the 
social and economic problems confront- 
ing America today, with special reference 
to the problems of dentists and dentistry. 
The eight subject headings chosen will, 
the Committee believes, be of interest to 
all dentists. They are as follows: 


Dentistry and the Changing Order. 
The Health of the American People. 


The Ability to Pay for Dental and 
Medical Care. 


Plans for Dental and Medical Care. 


Health Service Plans Conducted by the 
Medical, Dental and Affiliated Groups. 


Organization Through the Action of 
Consumer Groups—Receivers of Medical 
and Dental Care. 


The Professions and Public Policy 
Concerning the Health Services. 


The Formulation of Public Policy Con- 
cerning the Health Services. 
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Two speakers will participate at each 
session, one from the University of Chi- 
cago, who will discuss basic socio-eco- 
nomic trends and problems, keyed as 
much as possible to dentistry, and one 
from the Chicago Dental Society, who 
will discuss the dental aspects of the 
problems presented by his co-essayist. 
The names of the essayists and their sub- 
jects will be published at a later date. 


DISCUSSION LEADERS 


The last forty-five minutes of each ses- 
sion will be devoted to open discussion 
by those in attendance, and guided by 
a discussion leader. The discussion pe- 
riod should be especially interesting and 
provocative as the following men have 
agreed to act as discussion leaders: Rob- 
ert W. McNulty, William P. Schoen, 
Harold Noyes, Charles W. Freeman, 
Robert G. Kesel, Allan G. Brodie, George

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NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


DENTAL HYGIENIST BILL 
PASSES LEGISLATURE 


A bill to register dental hygienists in 
the state of Illinois has successfully 
passed the Senate and the House and 
awaits the governor’s signature to make 
it law. The bill, known as H.B. 694, 
was introduced into the House by Rep- 
resentatives Nick Keller, David Hunter, 
John Lavezzi, J. H. Downey and George 
B. Shaw. It originally passed the House 
by a vote of 117 to 1 and then went to 
the Senate, where several amendments 
were added. The amended bill passed 
the Senate by a vote of 33 to 8. The 
House accepted the Senate’s amendments 
and approved the bill by a vote of 128 
to o. The final House approval was 
obtained during the last hours of the 
closing session of the 64th General As- 
sembly. 


DENTAL CARIES STUDY IN 
MICHIGAN 


Examinations are now being made by 
dentists of the U. S. Public Health Serv- 
ice of 5,000 school children in Muske- 
gon, Michigan. Muskegon has been 
chosen as the control city in the fluorine 
experiment which is being conducted in 
Michigan, and Grand Rapids has been 
selected for determining the effect of 
adding fluorine to the city drinking 
water. Dental records have been se- 
cured of some 28,000 school children in 
Grand Rapids, and periodic examination 
will be made of the school children in 
both cities to note any changes that may 
occur in the dental caries rate. 


AMPLE PENICILLIN IS 
REPORTED AVAILABLE 


Many communities are now reporting 
that ample supplies of penicillin are 
available for those needing it. Since 


the War Production Board released its 
restrictions on -March 15 approximately 
885,000,000,000 units of penicillin have 
been released for civilian consumption. 


DENTAL BILLS PASSED 
BY CONGRESS 


The bill to provide more efficient den- 
tal care for the personnel of the United 
States Navy has passed the Senate. The 
purpose of the bill is to reorganize the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery to give 
greater integrity for the dental service of 


the Navy. It directs that the reorgani- 
zation be consummated within six 
months. 


Another bill removing the limitation 
on the right to command of officers of 
the dental corps of the Army has passed 
both the Senate and the House. This 
bill permits equality between medical 
and dental officers in the right to com- 
mand. 


RELEASE OF DENTISTS FROM 
THE ARMED FORCES 


The Deputy Army Surgeon General, 
George F. Lull, has estimated that two to 
three thousand physicians and about one 
thousand dentists should be available 
for discharge from the Army by the end 
of this year. General Lull stated that 
the heaviest load on the Medical Corps 
will be reached during the fall. The 
wounded still must be transported home 
from Europe and soldiers scheduled for 
redeployment or discharge must be given 
physical examinations. He believes most 
physicians and dentists will return to 
civilian- practice when released. While 
the Veteran’s Administration has sought 
medical men, its most urgent require- 
ments were met by the assignment of 
about three hundred medical officers to 
that agency. At the present time no 
Army doctors will be assigned to the Vet- 
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eran’s Administration unless they desire 
the appointment. 


S. F. BRADEL ACCEPTS 
ILLINOIS APPOINTMENT 


Dr. Sigmund F. Bradel has been ap- 
pointed associate professor and head of 
the Department of Dental Roentgen- 
ology at the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Dentistry. For the past nine 
years he has been associate professor of 
dentistry at the University of Chicago 
in connection with the Zoller Dental 
Clinic. 

Dr. Bradel has had considerable expe- 
rience in dental teaching. Following 
his graduation from the University of Il- 
linois in 1928, he served on the staff in 
the Crown and Bridge Department of 
that institution until 1930. He left at 
that time to accept a position in the 
dental division of the medical school of 
Virginia, where he later became director 
of the dental clinic. In 1936 he termi- 
nated his appointment in Virginia to 
assume the Zoller position. 

Dr. Bradel will begin his new duties at 
the University of Illinois on September 
1 and will divide his time between teach- 
ing and private practice which will be 
limited to roentgenology. 


CHICAGO WAR FUND 
AIDS HOLLAND 


Approximately half a million Holland- 
ers, exhausted from “existing” on scanty 
food rations, will be helped to live again 
by a six-ton shipment of protein hydro- 
lysates, a new drug capable of combating 
starvation, now en route to a Dutch port. 

‘American Relief for Holland is plan- 
ning to follow this shipment with others, 
Walter P. Paepcke, general chairman of 
the Community and War Fund of Chi- 
cago, explained today. The agency is 
one of many organizations supported 
by the Chicago Fund. 

A new chemical development com- 
pared in effectiveness to sulfa and pen- 
icillin drugs, hydrolysates are being used 
extensively in Europe to restore amino 
acids and protein reserves depleted by 
starvation rations, Paepcke explained.

CONCERTS 


Grant Park’s free open air concerts, 
presented each season by the Chicago 
Park District, opened June 27 at the 
famed Band Shell, foot of 11th Street, 
and will continue each night, except 
Mondays and Tuesdays, until August 19. 

Symphony concerts will be given Wed- 
nesdays, Fridays and Sundays at 8 p.m. 
On Thursday evenings splendid pro- 
grams will be presented by the U. S. 
Army bands for the first four weeks and 
by U. S. Navy talent for the balance of 
the season. Guest soloists of concert 
and grand opera fame will feature these 
Army and Navy programs arranged 
through the courtesy of Vice Admiral 
Arthur S. Carpender, Commandant, 
Ninth Naval District, and Major Gen- 
eral Russel B. Reynolds, Commanding 
General, Sixth Service Command. On 
Saturday evenings, except August 18 
when there is to be no concert, the dis- 
tinguished Cavallo’s Symphonic Band of 
sixty players’ will present brilliant pro- 
grams featuring well-known Chicago 
soloists. 


DR. SARA HARRIS 
1862-1945 


One of the oldest members of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society, Sara Harris, died 
June 10, 1945. She was graduated 
from Ohio College of Dental Surgery 
in 1882 and received a second dental 
degree from Northwestern University in 
1902. In 1906 she became a member 
of the dental societies and continued 
her membership until she retired from 
practice in 1932. That date marked the 
completion of fifty years in the practice 
of dentistry. Northwestern University 
conferred upon her honorary member- 
ship in Omicron Kappa Upsilon frater- 
nity and the Ohio College awarded her 
a gold medal for proficiency in operative 
dentistry. Dr. Harris was elected to re- 
tired membership in the Chicago Dental 
Society in 1939 and was a life member of 
the Illinois State Dental Society.

Editor’s Note: The letter published be- 
low was received by Leo Kremer, Chair- 
man of the Procurement and Assignment 
Service of the Sixth Service Command 
from Lt. Col. Kenneth Cofield, formerly 
liaison officer between the Office of the 
Surgeon General and the American Den- 
tal Association. 

May, 1945 

Along the Ledo Road 

Burma 
Dear Leo: 

Been thinking about you and the best 

way I find to say hello in a case like this 


is to take time out and write, so here 


You no doubt were not too surprised . 


to hear that I had taken an overseas as- 
signment knowing that for some time I 
had wanted a station where there was 
some action. Here I am at my final des- 
tination which is pretty well forward, 
and very happy. 

While the job at the A.D.A. needed 
attention and the dental procurement 
needed someone, I was content to let my 
own feeling about foreign duty go by the 
board so that I could render my small 
service there. When it was largely over 
and did not demand full time I at once 
asked for an overseas appointment. The 
interim between asking and being as- 
signed was so long I thought they had 
forgotten me until one day I received 
notice to be gone the next, which is the 
reason I did not telephone to say so 
long. 

Am here as chief of the dental service 
in a new general hospital set up to take 
casualties from territory East, South and 
North of us. When I first arrived I was 
assigned temporarily to the 20th General 
Hospital to await the time when the 
clinic here was completed and the sup- 
plies and equipment available. I then 


came on here in a new jeep over a long 
stretch of the Ledo or Burma Road. 
It’s the one we fought to build so that 
China could have a steady flow of sup- 


plies. It is wonderful to see what our 
engineers accomplished in building that 
road through jungles and hazardous 
mountain ranges. In_ peace time few 
white men ever came out of there alive 
and, if they did, they wrote a book about 
their experiences. Now it is a highway 
teeming with the activity of war. Took 
me over two days to drive it and it was 
a great sight. 
iMy staff includes five dentists and 
nine enlisted men, who after three days 
and nights of work had the station ready 
to receive patients. Then we started in 
to add a few refinements, like painting 
the canvas that separates the offices, 
painting the packing crates that serve for 
cabinets, linen shelves, sterilizer tables 
and all the rest that you are familiar 
with. I have a nice big laboratory, five 
operating rooms, one prosthetic, one sur- 
gery and one x-ray room. In my surgery 
I have set up a dandy Ritter master 
unit with aspirator and all the trimmings. 
There is nothing finer anywhere, and 
it, plus my Fischer X-ray, really makes 
the place pretty swell. All the chairs 
are of the field type with wall lights and 
electric engines. Each room has run- 
ning water for washing hands and the 
Ritter, of course, has a fountain cuspi- 
dor. Our water supply is from a big 
river close by, filtered and chlorinated 
but can’t be used in the mouth. All 
for consumption is boiled in addition to 
the above precautions. We have five 
large ceiling fans through the length of 
the clinic and three eighteen inch G.E. 
oscillating electric fans between the op- 
erating rooms. They help a hell of a lot 
in this terribly hot and humid climate. 
All in all in this canvas and mosquito 
netting building we have a dental group 
that is rendering good service at a spot 
where it is badly needed. Of course, it 
does not look like Gardiner General Hos- 
pital nor is there a bathroom and ice 
water in every tap, neither does the mail 
contain an invitation from the Chicago 
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Dental Society to have dinner at the 
Palmer House. On the contrary as I have 
told you the clinic is canvas and mosquito 
netting, the bath is about a hundred 
yards away over what used to be Jap 
trenches, and the drinking water comes 
from lister bags. 

We are located on a big river that 
flows down from the mountains in China, 
where a lot of the fellows go swimming 
in the evening. I’ve been in a few 
times and plan to go this evening. The 
town (or what was a town) close by was 
once, not too long ago, one of the finest 
cities in this part of Burma, now there 
is not more than one building left stand- 
ing. The natives are slowly coming in 
from the forests to find home and friends 
gone. This modern warfare leaves very 
little for people to come home to. Thank 
God our country was not subjected to 
the kind of treatment that practically 


the whole world has had. Few of us 
realize how really close it was. 

Since I left Chicago I have visited 
Newfoundland, Azores, Casablanca, Trip- 
oli, Bengazi, Cairo (there’s a place), 
Jerusalem, Iraq, Karchi, India and Agra, 
India, the site of the beautiful Taj Ma- 
hal, and on and on to my station. I have 
also been to Calcutta since locating here, 
while back the line aways I saw mys- 
terious Tibet, high in the mountains. 

Have rambled on a long time but have 
enjoyed talking with you and hope that 
you will find an opportunity to drop 
me a line. Give my very best to Mrs. 
Kremer and all my friends at the Chis- 
elers Club. I still have a key to the Club 
which has really traveled around. With 
you all willing and in face of the grand 
V-E day, I hope to use it before too long.

been mailed the company will contact 
members who have not applied for insur- 
ance by telephone and arrange an ap- 
pointment to discuss this insurance with 
them. 

In the sale of the plan the company 
will use salaried employees who have 
specialized in this type of insurance, and 
who will be brought to Chicago from 
their numerous branch offices through- 
out the United States. It is the com- 
mittee’s belief that the use of these men 
in the solicitation of the policy will elim- 
inate all chance of misrepresentation of 
the plan and high pressure sales tech- 
nique. 

The Standard Accident Insurance 
Company has an excellent reputation for 
promptness of claim payments. All 
claims will be handled through its branch 
office in Chicago so that every payment 
will no doubt be facilitated. In case 
any claim dispute arises between a policy

holder and the company a committee of 
three will be selected to arbitrate the 
claim. The committee will consist of 
a member of the Society, a representative 
of the insurance company and a third 
person agreeable to both groups. 

If this plan is adopted, the Standard 
Accident Insurance Company will exe- 
cute a master agreement with the So- 
ciety and each insured member will re- 
ceive an individual policy. The individual 
policies issued to the enrolled members 
may not be terminated by the company 
except for nonpayment of the premium 
on the due date or during the grace pe- 
riod, for ceasing to be actively engaged in 
the practice of dentistry, for discontinu- 
ance of membership in the Society or the 
canceilation of the master contract with 
the Society.
